ln the signed agreement entitled "TERMS" accepted by ALJ Pro, the non-dismissed RDC
Respondents pled nolo contendre to three (3) violations of NRS 624.3016(1) any fraudulent or
deceitfuf act committed in the capacity of a contractor; one (1) violation of NRS 624.3013(21
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misrepresentation of a material fact by a licensee in connection with any information furnished
the Board in connection with official matters of the Board; one (1) violation of NRS 624.302(6)
failure or refusal to comply with a written request from the Board for information or records; four
(4)violations of NRS 624.3013(1)failure to keep records for a period of not less than 3 years after
the completion of any construction project to which the records refer; two (2) violations of NRS
624.3013(3), as set forth in NAC 624.640(5) failure to include its contractor's license number and
monetary limit on the contract; one (1) violation of NRS 624.3014(1)(a) acting in the capacity of a

contractor under any license issued except in the name of the licensee as set forth upon the
license; one (1) violation of NRS 624.3013(3) failure to establish financial responsibility; and one
(1) viofation of NRS 624.3018(21certain persons are prohibited from serving as officer, director,
associate or partner of licensee. The Tenth, Fourteenth, Fifteenth and Sixteenth Gause of Action
are dismissed. The non-dismissed RDC Respondents were assessed a fine of $10,000.00 for the
First Cause of Action; a fine of $5,000.00 each for the Second, Third and Forth Causes of Action; a
fine of $1,000.00 foreach of the Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, Eighth and Ninth Causes of Action; a fine of
$250.00 for each of the Eleventh and Twelfth Causes of Action; a fine of $500.00 for each of the
Thirteenth and Seventeenth Cause of Action for total fines of $31,500.00 and investigative costs of
$115,000.00. lnvestigative costs of $100,000.00 were paid June 15,2015. Investigative costs of
$15,000.00 are to be paid by August 3,2015. Fines are to be paid within 120 days of June 15,2015.
The Board dismissed all Causes of Action against Shelley Whittle, Harvey Roth, Jeffrey Moss and
Universal Gontracting, LLC. Jeffrey Whittle, Shelley Whittle and Albert Nelson, Jr. shall not apply
for or otherwise be on a Nevada State contractors license for ten (10) years. License numbers
73558, 44802, 47622 and 47623, Recreation Development Co., LLC, dba Recreation Development
Co., LLG are suspended. Respondent RDC shall immediately dismiss the state court action
against the Board with prejudice. License numbers 73558, 44802, 47622 and 47623, Recreation
Development Co., LLC, dba Recreation Development Co., LLC shall be revoked effective August
31,2015. Failure on the part of the non-dismissed RDC Respondents to comply with the
Settfement Agreement shall result in all nolo contendre pleas to be converted to guilty pleas and a
prove-up hearing with the Board's witnesses and documents shall occur as soon as possible.
